MM Hundred People Lost 

Gibraltar, March 18 —Not until 
n ow has if b«r. ^SSStfde to give a full 
ami authentic account of tho appall 
ing catastrophe; the failing light 
making it difficult last night to see 
from the shore what was going ou at 
the scene of tho diiaster, and the 
terriblo gale making it almost impos 
eiblo to communicate with the ves 
eel until a late hour today. Ear 
)y last evening the Utopia was seen 
steaming into tho bay in the anchor 
age. When abreast of tho iropclad 
Anson, the Utopia staggered, as 
though unable to make headway 
against the terrible current. Sud 
denly the strong g4e, combiner 
With the current, swept the ill fated 
vessel across the bowg of tho Anson, 
. and in a moment her hull was 
pierced and cut by tho ram of the 
. ironclad. 

As the Utopii's bows eettleil 
terrific scene wa- witnepsod from the 
boats. Those still on board the 
sinking steamer made a sudden rush, 
on masse, to tho foro rigging, strug 
gling for their lives and vainly seek- 
ing places of refuge. Twenty min 
utes later th« f jrecastle was sub 
merge,!, and a largo number of per- 
»on>, g Uh"re'N.hore wlio had not 
dared to leap overboard with the 
hope of being res< "led by the boats 
and who had failed in their efforts 
to ascend the rigging, were carried 
away by the WL~ n « 

Tho rescuers, blinded by the wind 
and rain saw nothing but a confused 
struggling mass o! human beings en 
tangled with wreckage. 
A steam pinnaco rescued all those 
who had taken refuge in the main 
riggingi but the last ones were not 
Uken off until 11 o'clock at night 
They were so exhausted ttiat they 
could do nothing for themselves, so 
it was necessary to haul them into 
the boats by the bravo blue jackets 
in tho rigging, who clambered into 
the shrouds and passed the helpless 
people to the reecuers in the boats. 

Peterson, a Swedish Quartermas- 
ter who had been steering the Uto- 
pia a short time before the collision, 
soya that just before the vessels came 
together he went below. While 
Ultra he felt the shock of the colli- 
sion and rushed from below, but be- 
fore he reached the main deck, the 
Utopia had gone broadside on upon 
the spur ot the Anson's ram. 

He sr.ys that while on board the 
Utopia after the collision he was 
surrounded by a terrible mass ol 
human beings fighting theia way 
desperatoly and savngely, regardless 
of sex or age, toward the boats. 
Men, women and children tumbled 
and climbed over each other in that 
horrible fight for a chance of escape 
ircm drownig. One poor woman, 
who was rescued by the Anson's 
bluejackets, went raving mad when 
she was convinced that her children 
were drowned. 

There were cimilarly distressing 
incidents by the score, tho most 
awful of all occurring when the Uto- 
pia, with a final desperate lurch, 
sank with her human freight cling- 
ing about her and drew hundreds 
of living persons down with her. 
Many of those who had sprung into 
the sea as they saw thut tho steam- 
tbip could not float many moments 
longer, were then also drawn down 
in tho whirlpool caused by the 
Utopia's disappearance. Some 
came to the surface again for a few 
moments before sinking finally into 
their watery tomb. Others, more 
lucky, were able to cling to pieces of 
wreckage, floating spars, oars, grat- 
ings, hatchways, boat', life belts, etc , 
and thus kept themselves aboye wa- 
ter, until rescued by the warship's 
boats But as usual in such cases, 
the weaker succumbed more readil"y. 
Shrieking, praying womeu sank to 
rise no more, with ihcir terrified 
offspring clasped to their breasts. 
Children clung to their parents so 
desperately as to, in several cases 
cause the death of both, where both 
night hive esciped had bettor 
udgement been used. Husbands 
ami wives sank while grasping each 
other in frantic efforH to ke> p each 
other afloat and nuny a good swim- 
mer went down with s^me horrified, 
fear-maddened person clinging to 
him with the tenacity of tho despera- 
tion ot death. 

Diver* who have made an examin- 
ation of the wrcok of tho Utopia re- 
port that there are hundreds of bod- 
ies in the steerage and betwen the 
deck*. During the course of the 
day the bodies of twenty-eight men 
and women were recovered hare, 
while at various other points along 
the coast the bodies of six men, 



The list of the saved embraces two 
cabin passengers, 2i>0 stecrago pass- 
engers and twenty-five of the crew. 
Fifteen of the crew and 475 passon- 
gers were lost. The ship wen not 
insured. Tho cargo intended for 
Mediterranean ports was valued at 
$300,000, and the steamship at 1100,- 
000.

Few Orleans, 
Frank Waters, » ncvm^niu-i ui.m, 
was shot and instantly lulled by 
Arthur Dunn, one of the attorneys 
lor tho State in the Hennossy case 
and a prominent local politician, at 
11 o'clock to-night, Dunn was also 
shot in tho abdomen at the same 
time, and is believed to be mortally 
wounded. The two men had been 
drinking with a party in Wenger's 
ealoon, when a discussion arose, fol- 
lowed by a quarrel. They withdrew 
to the corner ot Canal and Beurbon 
streets, whore weapons were drawn, 
and both men began to fire. Waters 
was shot twice, once through the 
choek and again through the brain, 
and fell to the ground dead, his pis- 
tol being grasped tightly in his 
land. Dunn received a bullet in 
the abdomen. Bad blood has ex- 
istt \ between toe men for some time. 
Dunn has been the Democratic load- 
er in the Eighth ward, and Waters 
las led the faction opposed to him. 
Five yers ago Waters killed State 
Assessor Baker in a street fight. 
Ho was acquitted, as Baker «vas the 
aggressor.

^ysicians were summoned, but the 
father would not let them in, as he 
believed only in faith cure as prac- 
ticed by two old women of Anamoea. 

he names of the faith cure women 
have not beon learned. They com 
menced their praetico, which is said 
to have been most inhuman, and 
tho child grew steadily worse and 
died. Subsequently the two other 
children were taken sick, and treat- 
ed in a similar manner, and both 
died. Public excitement was in- 
tense. Citizens talked of arresting 
the old women, while others talked 
of lynching them. Becoming fear- 
ful of speedy death, they left town 
on foot at midnight, and nothing 
las since been heard of them.

Mr. T T Gardner, President of 
Farmers' Alliance, writes the fol- 
lowing pertinent letter to a member 
of the order in LaRue county, which 
deserves the careful consideration 
of all Alliance men, as cming from 
the official head of the order: 
" f . . BAJRDWBLi,, Ky., Feb. 22, 1891. 

"Dear Sir, and"~Brother."— Your 
very kind letter of the 16th instant 
at hand aud contents noted. You 
asked me to explain the relationship 
of the F A L U to politics and par 
ties, 1 will as briefly as possible, 
viz In tho firs? place, we are not 
political party neither can we ever 
be unless we begin by changing our 
declaration of purpose and then 
amend our Constitution and Bylaws, 
Tho very first principle provides 
that wo shall labor in a strictly non 
partisan spirt, and again the candi- 
date for initation is informed before 
taking tho obligation that it will 
neither interfere with his religious 
or political views then turn to Di 
gest, page 4b Sec. 58, and you will 
find that no ono can bo held to be 
ineligible to membership on account 
of his religious belief or political 
opinions. 

"Whenever a resolution is intro 
duced in a sub or county union, 
whilo in session, calling a conven- 
tion or endorsing a candidate for 
office, or condemning a man who is 
a candicate for office, it is the duty 
of the President or presiding officers 
to declare it out of order. No one 
can be an Fand L Union candidate 
for office. There is no law for it, 
and it is in direct violation of the 
spirit of our organization. If you 
will read the law carefully you will 
see that the relation nf our order to 
religion and politics is closely relat- 
ed together- Now suppose that 
some member should introduce a res- 
olution to endorse or adopt a cer- 
tain kind of religion you know it 
would produce discord in our ranks 
at once. We are not working in the 
interest of any party in existence 
or out of existence while the Union

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Schwartz At Co., Louisville Hank- 
ers fall for $750,000. 



Louisville, Ky., March 20. — 
Schwartz & Co., a prominent bank- 
ing firm failed yesterday, and hun- 
dreds of depositors, big and little, 
find themselves moneyless so far as 
their deposits are concerned. There 
are charges of fraud. 

The liabilities are now estimated 
at $750,000. The deposits amount 
to over half a million, and the bank- 
rupt firm owes $250,000 at least out- 
side of the mcney due its depositors. 

The assets, both of the partners 
individually and of the firm, will 
not amount to over $70,000.

144, and that of Kansas to $71,743. 
Both applicants are in proper legal 
form and will be granted as soon as 
they have been certified by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
and the Fifth Auditor, who have 
charge of the records ot collec- 
tions made on account of the direct 
tax.

was promoted in 1830, and was an 
ado-de-camp on Gen. Wmfield 
Scott's staff in tho Senvnole war 
He participated in all the important 
battics connected with Gen. Scott's 
campaigns in Mexico, from tho tak- 
ing of Vera Cruz to tho capture of 
the City of Mexico. He was thrice 
breveted for gallantry during this 
war and in 1848 was mustered out 
of the service us Lieutenant Col- 
onel of Volunteers, only to be rein- 
stated by Congress with his original 
rank of Tjpographical Engineers. 

Ho was commissioned Quarter- 
master-General of the United States 
amy in June, 18(J0, but resigned 
the following April to enter the Con 
federate service, m which as a ma 
jor-general of volunteers, he assist- 
ed Gon. Lee in tho work of organ- 
ing the mon who wore pouring m-

to Richmond. Subsequently he 
was commissioned a Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the regular Confederate ser- 
vice and was placed in command of 
Harper's Ferry. Ho joined forces 
with Beauregard and remained in 
command.of the con 
until 1S02. At the Bottle ol 
Pines he was wounded and incapac 
itated for duty for about six months. 
His next service was as commander 
of tho Army. of the Tennessee, and 
ho employed tho winter of 18G3 to 
reorganize his command, whicli had 
become demoralized by tho deleat 
of Missionary Ridge He was re 
lieved of this command in July, 
18G1, by order of the authorities at 
Richmond. Gen. Hood succeeded 
him. 

E*rly in 1805 Gen. Lee again as 
signed him to the command from 
which he had been relieved and oi- 
deied him to drive bac<j Sherman. 
Gen. Johnston urged Ljo to abandon 
Richmond, join forces with him ani 
fight Sherman before Grant could 
como up, but Leo replied that it was 
impossible lor him to leave Virginia 
as his force was email. Gon. John 
ston, declining a decisive engage- 
ment, hung on Sherman's flanks, 
annoying the latter and impeding 
his march from Atlanta towurds 
Richmond as much as possible. Lee 
surrendered at Appomattox an<! 
Johnston, obtaining tbe consent of 
President Jefferson Davis that the 
war should not be further prolonged, 
entered into negotiations whh S'ler 
man. The first agreement framed 
was disapproved by the Federal 
Government and on April 26 a sec 
ond agreement was concluded. 

Gen. Johnston after the war be 
came successively president ot a rail 
road company in Arkansas, of an ex- 
press company in Virginia, and an 
insurance agent in Georgia. He was 
elected to Congress from the Rich- 
mond District in 1877 and next saw 
publio life as Commissioner of Rail- 
roads, which office ho held under 
President Cleveland's administra- 
tion. He had lived in this city since 
he lost his office under the present 
administration. 

In person Gen. Johnston was a 
man of slender build, of not more 
than medium height and with a 
kindly, pleasant face. He was un- 
obstrusivo in manner and invariably 
courteous to all persons with whom 
he was brought in contact.

Austin, Texas, March 22.— The 
Texas owns and runs o su- 
arm worled by convicts. Re- 
cently a bill was passed by the Leg- 
islature to accept the two cents 
bounty under the McKinley bill 
Gov. Hogg vetoed it. 

Tho veto cloees in part as follows: 
"The State is sovereign of her own 
affjiirs, and can not be disturbed in 
tho legitmnte exercise of her prerog 
ativee. If she desires to raise sugar 
by convict lai»or, under no circum- 
stances could she with propriety osk 
or accept from tho Government a 
license to do so. Nor could she 
yield to a supervision ol her affairs 
by any officer not subordinate to her 
j\vn laws. To do so in one instance 
■mold load to another, and finally to 
supervision by the Federal Govern- 
ment over the cotton patches, wheat 
field?, stock ranches, lumber yards 
and factories within her limits. Pre- 
cedents by Government usurpation 
become stronger than law. The 
worse they are tho more difficult to 
overthrow. When they are erected 
on the destruction of the Constitu- 
te this 'bounty' act, the 
wrong which produced them strei-g- 
her.s as the fruits ot the crime 
spread, until they become fastened 
lore^er on the people. 

"For my part. I shall protest and 
begin the strike now, while tho pre- 
cedent is new. For no sum can the 
State afford to sacrifice principhs 
nor to imperil her soverign rights. 

'•It is hardly docent to suppose 
that no me»3uro is too monstrous for 
popular credulity when it embraces 
a proposition to dispanse money un- 
der the name of bounty among the 
citizens. Insidious and deceptive as 
such methods usually are, no one 
o in deny that, at the heart of them, 
thore is corruption. It consists cf 
the Government collecting money 
to the impoverishment of the masses, 
by which to gratify tho greed of fa- 
vored classes. Tolerat ion of it by hi 
free people finds support only in 
their ignorance. 

Resistance of all monopolies and 
exclusive legislation for the benefit 
ot the few at the expense of the 
many, in obcyance to the will of the 
people, comparted with the untar- 
nished record of Texas, and can not 
fail to make the course of her future 
bright, except at the sacrifice of her 
honor and sovereignty as a State."

ENSILAGE VERSUS FliLQ CUrtlNG.

In a report of the Pennsylvania Stat* 
college agricultural experiment Station 
are given the results of extensive oxpe 1- 
ments in tho relative merits of ensil - 
vs. field curing for Indian corn. In 
these experiments a well managed sili 
appears to preserve food with Donald 1 
ably less loss of dry matter than oecun 
iii field curing under nvt rage condition I 
On an average of all available expari 
menus there seems so be no mat 'rial dlf 
ference in the digestibility of slltige SD 1 
fodder from the same corn. 

Under the head "Vieid of rood Per 
Acre" the bullet in says: The very moder- 
ate crop of 14.6 tons per acre continued 
4,351 pounds of digestible food. Of this 
there were recovered in tho silage n,twi 
pounds; in the fodder, 8,8«8 pounds, A 
good crop of ensilage corn will furnish 
in fodder or silage fully two tons of di- 
gestible food per acre, or more than t wic;.' 
as much as a hay crop. There is no 
good reason for believing that a pound of 
digest! bit* mutter in silagS is any more 
valuable than a pound of digestible mat- 
ter in a well cured fodder. With the 
losses observed in this experiment the 
cost per 100 pounds of digestible food so- 
cured is about the same in the two meth- 
ods. The detailed account of the exiieri- 
ments concludes as follows: 

Regarded simply as a source of food, 
then, silage would appear to be, in most 
cases, cheaper than field cared fodder. 
The question of convenience, too, is an 
important one. There are seasons in 
which field cured fodder cannot be 
housed during the fall without danger ol 
its spoiling. Under these circumstances 
the use of field cured fodder Involves 
frequent trips to tho field for the pUfpoM 
of hauling in the fodder, nnd, further, 
the frequent cutting of tho material. In 
many cases the convenience of bavins 
the material already cut and under roof 
would of itself bo a very considerable 
advantage ou the side of the silage. 
Furthermore, there U 110 question that 
succulent food in whiter has u dietetic 
value, as is illustrated in tho case of 
roots. Now, silage is a relatively choiij) 
kind of suoculent food, and it is probable 
that an addition of it to the daily ration 
of milch cows is of benefit as an api>e- 
tlser. The considerations advanced seem 
to show that, on the whole, the more 
economical method of utilizing tho corn 
corn crop is by ensilags, but either this 
method or the careful utilization of the 
cured fodder by cutting and shredding 
it is vastly preferable to a contiuuance 
of the old system of winter feeding Upon 
hay andgrain, or to the wasteful nree- 
tioea of throwing uncut fodder into the

The annual report of the Pennsylvania 
State college agricultural experiment sta- 
tion contains the following summary of 
the results of its tests of varieties of wheat 
during the season of 1880: 

Judging from thi- and previous sea- 
son-' experier. -e and fn .11 gen. rn\ "her 
acuristics as well as yield, the following 
varieties may be ranked iu this locality, 
on a retentive lime-magnesia clay foil 
with a compact subsoil, in the following 
order: Dietz's Longberry Bed, followed 
by tbe Fulcaster, Fultz or Qerman Em- 
peror; these by McQhee's White and 
Kaub's Black Prolific, then Sibley's New 
Golden, and lastly the Extra Early <>:.k 
ley variety. Currell's Prolific, Improvi d 
Rice and the Mealy were only Btowntbil 
season. They did well, except in the 
yield of the Improved Rice, They are 
not ranked with the others because of 
the lack of sufficient data to place them 
with tbe older and more thoroughly test- 
ed varieties in this locality and under 
our conditions of soil and climate.

A Virginia correspondent writing to 
Country Oentleman gives the following 
illustrated de^ription of a feeding box 
for cattle. He says: 




A OOOD HIHIW BOX. 
As I soil my cows I have been an- 
noyed with racks and other deviv-es where 
o»i or two iniwtter cows would keep away 
all the weaker ones until tliey could fill 
np and walk off. From the box here 
illustrated four cows can feed at a time 
and neither reach the other, as they stand 
n< opposite corners. By laying a 15-foot 
polo at each corner, fastening the larger 
e»d to the top of the box, and letting the 
smaller end rest on the ground, a practi- 
cal stall ia made for each cow, restrain- 
ing the "uglies" from going around so 
of tun. . 

The boxes are 5 feet high and 6 feet 
square; have no bottom, and are cleaned 
by turning them over. The materials 
are scantling 2 by 4 inch and M feet long; 
for the sides, inch hoards 0 inches wide 
and 13 feet long; and for the bnoat, Ij 
inch boards 8 inches wide and 10 feet 
long. These cut without waste, giving 
six 0 inch strips on each side. Similar 
boxee. have been illustrated before, but 
this one has an improvement in the top 
bar which prevents lBe\0ow getting into 
the box.

A yearly top drerainff of ashes applied 
to the onion lieds and raked in before 
the planting is highly recommended. 

For the potattftho ground should l>e 
deeply plowetl and well harrowed to pul- 
verize it. The furrows for the seed b»d 
should lie deep anil wide, to give the 
tnlters room to form without obstruc- 
tion from tho tinner soil of their sides. 
For this crop the standard commercial 
fertilizers have given tho beet returns, 
and an now moro commonly used than 
for any other. They may bo sown broad- 
Oai ' l l more directly applied. For their 
UKiat s oU W ri oal use they may either be 
mixed with tho loos-) soil in the bottom 
of tlie furrow before the need ia dropped, 
or Is; scattered on top of a first shallow 
covering, leaving tho furrow to be filled 
wbefl tho shoots begin to appear.
